Plame Sues Over CIA Leak 


Cheney, Rove, Libby aeeused of exposing agent’s identity 


WASHINGTON! The CIA officer whose identity 
was leaked to reporters sued Vice President 
Dick Cheney, his former top aide and presi- 
dential adviser Karl Rove on Thursday, accus- 
ing them and other White House officials of 
conspiring to destroy her career. 

In a lawsuit filed in U.S. District Court, 
Valerie Plame and her husband, Joseph 
Wilson, a former U.S. ambassador, accused 
Cheney, Rove and I. Lewis “Scooter” Libby 
of participating in a “whispering campaign” 
to reveal Plame’s CIA identity and punish 


Wilson for criticizing the 
Bush administration’s 
motives in Iraq. 

Several news organiza- 
tions wrote about Plame 
after syndicated columnist 
Robert Novak named her 
in a column on July 14, 

2003. Novak’s column 
appeared eight days after Wilson alleged 


in an opinion piece in The New York Times 
that the administration had twisted prewar 
intelligence on Iraq to justify going to war. 

The suit accuses Cheney, Libby, Rove and 
10 unnamed administration officials or politi- 
cal operatives of putting the Wilsons and their 
children’s lives at risk by exposing Plame. 

Libby, Cheney’s former chief of staff, is 
the only administration official charged in 
connection with the leak investigation. He 
faces trial in January on perjury and obstruc- 
tion- of-justice charges, (ap)

Comedian Red Buttons Dies 
Of Vascular Disease at 87 

Red Buttons, the carrot-topped bur- 
lesque comedian who became a top 
star in early tele- 
vision and then 
in a dramatic 
role won the 1957 
Oscar as sup- 
porting actor in 
“Sayonara,” died 
Thursday. He was 
87. Buttons died 
of vascular disease at his home in 
the Century City area of Los Angeles, 
publicist Warren Cowan said. He 
had been ill for some time, and was 
with family members when he died, 
Cowan said, (ap) 

SAN DIEGO 

City Enacts Smoking Ban 
For Beaches and Parks 

Worried about the health effects 
of secondhand smoke and sick of 
cleaning up discarded cigarettes, 
San Diego has banned smoking 
at its beaches and parks. The city 
joins nearly 2,300 other munici- 
palities across the nation that have 
barred smoking in a variety of pub- 
lic places. In California, smoking 
bans have caught fire in beach com- 
munities. At least 35 cities, includ- 
ing Malibu, Santa Monica and Long 
Beach, now have ordinances to keep 
smokers from lighting up on the 
sand. Solana Beach, north of San 
Diego, became the first beach town 
in California to enact a smoking 
ban two years ago. (ap)

Bush OKs Court Review on Spying 


Compromise follows 
fight with Congress 
over wiretap program 

WASHINGTON I President Bush has 
agreed conditionally to let a court 
review his eavesdropping operations 
under a deal that, for the first time, 
would open an important part of his 
once -secret terrorism surveillance 
to a constitutional test. 

The agreement on Thursday came 
as the White House sought to end an 
impasse over a six-month- old dis- 
pute with Congress on the National 
Security Agency’s program. It mon- 


itors the international calls and e- 
mails of Americans when terrorism 
is suspected. 

Breaking with historic norms, the 
president had authorized the moni- 
toring without a court warrant. 

Under a deal with the Senate 
Judiciary Committee chairman. 
Bush has agreed to support a bill 
that could submit the program to 
the secretive Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Court for a constitu- 
tional review. 

“You have here a recognition by 
the president that he does not have 
a blank check,” said Sen. Arlen 
Specter, R-Pa. 


When the program was dis- 
closed in December, it outraged 
Democrats and civil libertarians 
who said Bush overstepped his 
authority. On Thursday, advocacy 
groups dismissed the prospect of a 
judicial review as a sham. 

“This new bill would codify the 
notion that the president is not bound 
by the laws passed by Congress or the 
Constitution,” said Anthony Romero, 
executive director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

Congress must approve the bill. 
Yet lawmakers have written at least 
a half dozen competing proposals 
and more are coming.

WASHINGTON I The House voted 
Thursday to renew the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act, rejecting efforts by 
Southern conservatives to relax 
federal oversight of their states in 
a debate haunted by the ghosts of 


the civil rights movement. 

The House rejected amend- 
ments that would have shortened the 
renewal from 25 years to a decade 
and would have struck its require- 
ment that ballots in some states be 
printed in several languages.

Padilla to See U.S. Secrets 


Terror suspect allowed 
access to government 
documents for defense 

M I AM 1 1 Amid tight security, alleged 
al- Qaeda operative Jose Padilla is 
being permitted to personally view 
U.S. government secrets in advance 
of his trial on charges of conspiring 
to wage and support international 
terrorism. 

Under a federal judge’s order, 
Padilla is being allowed to examine 
classified documents and videotapes 
detailing his statements during 3 34 
years in Defense Department custo- 
dy as an unlawful “enemy combat- 


ant.” That designation was dropped 
last fall when he was charged in a 
Miami terrorism case. 

Defense law- 
yers in terrorism 
cases are regu- 
larly permitted 
to examine such 
classified materi- 
al if they obtain 
government secu- 
rity clearances. 

But it is unusual for an actual 
terror suspect to be given direct 
access to secrets. Padilla is a US. 
citizen once accused by the Bush 
administration of plotting to deto- 
nate a radioactive “dirty bomb.” 


“There is not a long history of 
this. There have not been a lot of 
terrorist prosecutions in civilian 
courts,” said Aitan Goelman, a 
former Justice Department ter- 
rorism prosecutor now in private 
practice in Washington. 

U.S. District Judge Marcia 
Cooke’s order issued July 5 
allows Padilla to view 32 Defense 
Department documents that 
summarize statements Padilla 
made during his years in military 
custody. 

He also can examine 57 video- 
tapes of interrogations he under- 
went during that same period.

Southern Calif. Blazes 
Advance on Forests 


Wildfires tear through 
40,000 aeres, threaten 
national wildlands 

YUCCA VALLEY, CALIF. | A wildfire 
that has already burned 40,000 
acres and destroyed 100 buildings 
roared through high desert wilder- 
ness Thursday, threatening to merge 
with a fire in national forest land 
filled with dead, dry trees. 

“If it starts in there it will 
be almost impossible to stop,” 
California Department of Forestry 
spokeswoman Karen Cuillemin 
said of the fire edging toward San 
Bernardino National Forest. 


The blaze, about five miles from 
a 1,200 -acre fire in the forest, was 
mainly consuming fast-burning fuel 
such as greasewood, Joshua trees 
and brush. If it expands from the 
high desert to the mountains, it 
could grow more devastating by 
burning millions of larger trees 
killed in recent years by a severe 
bark beetle infestation. 

The fire, ignited by weekend 
lightning, destroyed 42 houses, 55 
other buildings and 91 vehicles in 
and around Yucca Valley, about 100 
miles east of Los Angeles. About 
1,350 firefighters were battling the 
larger fire in triple -digit tempera- 
tures and strong wind gusts, (ap) 


Jury Absolves 
Merck in N.J 
Vioxx Lawsuit 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. | Merck & 
Co. won a crucial legal victory on 
Thursday, when jurors decided 
that the drugmaker’s Vioxx pain- 
killer, now the subject of at least 
16,000 product liability lawsuits, 
did not cause a 68 -year- old wom- 
an’s heart attack. 

The case was the first in which 
jurors considered whether Merck 
failed to warn patients about the 
drug’s cardiac risks, rather than 
just doctors as in prior trials. 

The jury found that Merck prop- 
erly warned doctors but did not warn 
the woman of the cardiac risks of the 
drug. The jury found that Vioxx was 
not a m^or factor in Elaine Doherty’s 
2004 heart attack, however. 

Merck will not have to pay com- 
pensatory or punitive damages in 
the case. The jury also found that 
Merck did not violate New Jersey’s 
consumer fraud law, meaning it met 
standards of honesty and good faith 
in its marketing of Vioxx and did 
not conceal information about the 
drug’s cardiovascular risks. 

A member of Merck’s legal 
defense team said science was on 
the company’s side in the case. 

“Mrs. Doherty would have suf- 
fered a heart attack whether she was 
taking Vioxx or not,” said defense 
lawyer Jim Fitzpatrick, (ap)

Israel Steps Up Lebanon Attack 


Beirut airport among 
targets under fire as 
volley swiftly esealates 

BEIRUT LEBANON | Israel blasted 
Beirut’s airport and other Lebanese 
targets Thursday, bringing its air 
and naval campaign to the door- 
steps of the capital and threatening 
massive retaliation after guerrilla 
rockets for the first time reached 
Israel’s third-largest city, Haifa. 

The fighting, which killed 57 
people, was a dramatic escala- 
tion in the battle between Israel 
and Hezbollah, an Islamic mili- 
tant group which has a free hand 
in southern Lebanon and holds seats 
in parliament. The Lebanese gov- 
ernment, caught in the middle, 
pleaded for a cease-fire. 

But Israel said it was determined 
to beat Hezbollah back and deny the 
militant fighters positions they tra- 
ditionally held along the border. 


“If the government of Lebanon 
fails to deploy its forces, as is expect- 
ed of a sovereign government, we 
shall not allow Hezbollah forces to 
remain any further on the borders of 
the state of Israel,” Israeli Defense 
Minister Amir Peretz said. 

Israel’s offensive was its heaviest 
in Lebanon in 24 years, launched 
after Hezbollah guerrillas snatched 
two Israeli soldiers in a brazen 
cross-border raid Wednesday. Two 
days of Israeli bombings killed 45 
Lebanese and two Kuwaitis and 
wounded 103. Two Israeli civilians

and eight Israeli soldiers have also 
been killed, the military’s highest 
death toll in four years. 

With the airport closed, many 
tourists were trapped while others 
drove over the mountains to Syria 


— though Israeli warplanes struck 
the highway linking Beirut to the 
Syrian capital of Damascus early 
Friday, closing the country’s main 
artery and further isolating Lebanon 
from the outside world. 

Beirut residents stayed indoors, 
leaving the streets of the capital 
largely empty. Others packed super- 
markets to stock up on goods. 

Israel said its attacks were 
intended to prevent the movement 
of the captured soldiers and ham- 
per Hezbollah’s military capacity. It 
said it had information Hezbollah 
was trying to take the two soldiers 
to its ally, Iran. 

Fears mounted among Arab and 
European governments that violence 
in Lebanon could spiral out of control 
in a region already torn by conflicts 
in Iraq and in Gaza. Israel launched 
an offensive in Gaza against Hamas, 
whose fighters are holding another 
Israeli soldier, more than two weeks

B 0 M B AY, I N D I A I Indian authorities 
named two suspects Thursday in 
this week’s train bombings, an 
apparent breakthrough in the fre- 
netic investigations into the well- 
coordinated attacks that killed at 
least 200 people. 

The government’s Anti-Terror 
Squad released photos of young, 
lightly bearded men identified as 
Sayyad Zabiuddin and Zulfeqar 
Fayyaz, said Sunil Mane, an anti- 
terror official. 

Officials did not provide their 
nationalities, and it wasn’t clear 
where the photos — head shots 
which appeared to have been 
taken for identification documents 
— originated. 

But officials said earlier 
Thursday that the prime suspect in 
Tuesday’s bombings is Lashkar-e- 
Tayyaba, a Pakistan-based Islamic 
militant group that operates in 
Kashmir, the Himalayan region 
at the center of the long-running 
India-Pakistan conflict. 

Lashkar has previously carried 
out near- simultaneous explosions 
in Indian cities, including a bomb- 
ing in New Delhi in October that 


killed more than 60 people. 

A spokesman for Lashkar, 
Abdullah Ghaznavi, has denied 
the group was involved in the seri- 
al train bombings across Bombay 
that left at least 200 people dead 
and more than 700 injured. 

Also Thursday, a man claiming 
to represent al- Qaeda reportedly 
said the terror network had set up 
a wing in Kashmir, where Muslim 


militants have been fighting for 
independence or union with over- 
whelmingly Muslim Pakistan. 

There was no way to immediately 
verify the statement, which if true 
would be the first time Osama bin 
Laden’s network has claimed to have 
spread to Indian territory. 

The man also praised the 
Bombay bombings. “Whosoever has 
carried out the attacks in Bombay 


we express our gratitude and happi- 
ness,” the man reportedly said, and 
also appealed to Indian Muslims 
to take up the struggle against the 
Indian government 

The developments came after 
police conducted raids across the city 
and detained 350 people for ques- 
tioning, most of them in Malwani, 
a suburb of Bombay, police officials

New Crime 
Wave Hits 
Sao Paulo 

SAD PAULO, BRAZIL | Gangs torched 
buses and attacked banks and police 
stations across South America’s big- 
gest city before dawn on Thursday, 
deepening crime fears as a wave of 
rampant violence entered its third 
day. 

At least six people have been 
killed in nearly 100 attacks on 
police and civilian targets since 
Tuesday night in what authorities 
believe is retaliation for a possible 
transfer of gang leaders to Brazil’s 
first federal penitentiary.

Chinas attempts to 
mediate appear to fall 
flat; Seoul to halt aid 

BEIJING I China’s last-ditch dip- 
lomatic efforts to bring North 
Korea back to nuclear negotia- 
tions appeared on the verge of fiz- 
zling out Thursday, as Japan pushed 
for a tough U.N. resolution sanc- 
tioning Pyongyang by the end of 
the week. 

Meanwhile, North Korea abrupt- 
ly pulled out from high-level talks 
with South Korea, denouncing Seoul 
for pressing it on its recent missile 
launches and warning of “unpre- 
dictable catastrophic consequences.” 
The South said it would freeze aid 
to the impoverished North as long 
as it stays away from international 
nuclear talks. 

The United States and other 
backers of a Japanese -sponsored 
U.N. resolution threatening sanc- 
tions against North Korea over its 
missile tests last week had agreed 
to postpone a vote to give Beijing 
time to lobby the North. But North 
Korea appeared to reject diplomat- 
ic overtures by a visiting Chinese 
delegation. 


China’s U.N. ambassador, Wang 
Guangya, said the delegation, which 
will return Saturday, delivered 
a message from China’s leaders 
expressing concern over the tests 
“and also what we considered the 
North Koreans should do to make 
diplomacy succeed.” 

But Wang said they had not 
received any feedback. 

“No one is happy with the 
fact that the DPRK is refusing to 
cooperate with 
anyone else,” 
U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State 
Christopher Hill 
told reporters in 
Beijing. “China 
has really tried. 
China has really 
tried to help that country, and so I 
suspect ... there is a little frustra- 
tion there.” 

At the United Nations in New 
York, Japan’s U.N. ambassador 
pressed Thursday for Security 
Council action on North Korea’s 
missile launches by the end of the 
week, though he said key differenc- 
es remain with China and Russia 
on how to confront Pyongyang.

New Wilson Span 
Nears Completion 


First of pair of bridges 
to be fully functional 
by Monday morning 

WASHINGTON I One of the worst high- 
way bottlenecks in the nation will 
clear a major milestone this week- 
end, when work is completed on a 
new Woodrow Wilson Bridge, car- 
rying Interstates 95 and 495 across 
the Potomac River. 

The new bridge is the first of 
twin spans planned to replace a 
single one built in 1961 that car- 
ries about 200,000 vehicles a day, 
almost three times the number it 
was designed to handle. 

By the time the last car crosses 


the old span sometime Saturday, it 
will have more than outlived its use- 
fulness, said project spokesman John 
Undeland: “Over 73 billion served, 
just like the McDonald’s signs say.” 

For harried drivers tired of cool- 
ing their heels and overheating their 
engines in long lines of traffic, it can’t 
come soon enough. 

But before the pleasure comes 
the pain, as the old span is aban- 
doned and a section of the highway 
is rerouted to the new one. Only one 
southbound lane will be open from 
8 p.m. Friday until as late as 5 a.m. 
Monday. When all the lanes open, 
there will be three in each direction.

D.C. Taxi Drivers May 
Strike to Protest Law 


Work stoppage could 
come soon over city’s 
residency requirement 

WASHINGTON I Taxi drivers could 
strike as early as next week in pro- 
test over a recently discovered law 
requiring them to live in the city. 

About 80 percent of the city’s 
7,500 cab drivers are affected by the 
2001 law. It had not been enforced 
until March, when the Department 
of Motor Vehicles found it in an 
internal legal review. 

The measure prohibits people 
who live outside the city from reg- 


istering their vehicles there. That 
means independent drivers must be 
employees of a taxi company, move 
into the city or operate using their 
home state’s license plates. The out- 
of-state exemption lasts only as long 
as the original car is operational. 

City regulators have said driv- 
ers with out-of-state plates can still 
get taxi permits, but critics believe 
the law is a step toward eliminating 
one of the nation’s last independent 
owner- operator taxi systems. 

“We’ll shut this city down,” said 
Nathan Price, a spokesman for the 
500 -member D.C. Professional 
Taxicab Drivers Association, (ap)

small urgent- care clinics in eastern 
Washington and improving Greater 
Southeast Community Hospital. 

Williams had proposed the 
$400 million National Capital 
Medical Center as a joint project 
with Howard University. The facility 


would have been on the grounds of 
the old D.C. General Hospital. 

Williams made the project one 
of his top priorities last year, but 
he pulled his support in April. 
Howard had objected to the task 
force because the group consisted 
of members who wanted to derail 
the new hospital project, (ap) 


Chief: New Officers Not the Answer 


WASHINGTON I Washington could 
increase its police force to battle a 
crime wave that prompted Police 
Chief Charles Ramsey to declare a 
crime emergency, but Ramsey said 
Thursday that new officers alone 
will not solve the problem. 

Ramsey declared the emergency 
this week in the face of a spike in 
violent crime, with the homicide 


rate for the month hitting one 
per day through Tuesday. The city 
council responded by authorizing 
the department to hire 350 new 
street patrol police officers as long 
as surplus revenue is available. 

But Ramsey said Thursday that 
it could take years to add that many 
officers at a likely rate of about 100 
a year, (ap)

Oil Prices Soar 
Past $76 a Barrel 


Threat of new supply 
disruptions triggers 
latest jump in trading 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Oil prices settled at a 
record above $76 a barrel Thursday 
in a market agitated by escalating 
violence in the Middle East and the 
threat of supply disruptions there 
and beyond. 

The latest surge in oil shook 
stock-market investors’ confidence, 
though economists said most U.S. 
consumers and businesses appear 
to be absorbing higher energy costs 
surprisingly well. 

U.S. gasoline demand continues 
to rise in spite of near $3-a-gallon 
pump prices, core inflation remains 
relatively low and the U.S. econo- 


my is forecast to grow by roughly 
3 percent. 

“Two years ago I might have said 
that $70 or $75 a barrel would be 
some kind of a tipping point. Now 
I’m not so sure anymore,” said 
Nariman Behravesh, chief econ- 
omist at Global Insight, a private 
forecasting firm. 

Light sweet crude for August 
delivery shot up as high as 
$76.85 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange before set- 
tling at $76.70. 

Adjusted for inflation, oil pric- 
es would need to rise to about $90 
a barrel to exceed the highs set a 
quarter century ago when supplies 
tightened in the aftermath of a rev- 
olution in Iran and a war between 
Iraq and Iran, brad foss (ap)

More Than 
A Reeling 


An angler teaches 
the art of bass fishing 
along the Potomac 

To answer everyone’s first question, 
no, you shouldn’t eat fish caught in 
the Potomac. 

Besides, fishing is about catch- 
ing, not eating. 

“This is a sport, just like golf, and 
you wouldn’t eat a golf ball, would 
you?” said Potomac bass fishing 
guide Captain Steve Chaconas. 

It’s hard to argue with that 
logic. 

A former stand-up comic and 
radio broadcaster, Capt. Steve 
grew up in the area and has been 
fishing on the Potomac since the 
1960s. Ten years ago he formed 
National Bass Guide Service, and 
in 2000 he started guiding along a 
60 -mile stretch of the river through 
Virginia, Washington andMaryland 
as a full-time business. 

And these days, sport fishing is 
quite the business. 

According to a study by the 
American Sportfishing Association, 
there are about 44 million fisher- 
men in the United States, and they 
spend nearly $42 billion a year on 


the sport. Fishing for bass, in par- 
ticular, is so popular because the 
fish are readily available in fresh- 
water across the country, and they 
take a certain amount of skill and 
knowledge to catch. 

Buoyed by televised tournaments 
and shows, bass fishing’s appeal has 
been growing steadily. ESPN’s cover- 
age of this year’s Bassmaster Classic 
in February was watched by 9.5 mil- 
lion viewers. The number of house- 
holds tuning in jumped 21 percent 
from last year. With television, of 
course, comes bigger prizes. Just 
a few years ago, the winner of the 
annual event took home $100,000. 
This year’s winner, 27-year- old Luke 
Clausen of Washington state, pock- 
eted five times that. 

Later this summer, the Potomac 
will host many of the country’s 
top professional bass fisherman 
at the Capitol Clash, part of the 
Bassmaster Elite tour. The event, 
which takes place Aug. 10 to 13, will 
also be broadcast on ESPN2. 

As a guide on the Potomac, it’s 
Capt. Steve’s job to know the best 
spots on the river, all of which change 
depending on a set of variables — the 
time of the year, the time of day, the 
tides and the weather — and then to

recommend the right lure for those 
conditions. 

“Fishing is a skill,” he said. “I 
always say, the only luck in fishing 
is not falling out of the boat.” 

Bass are attracted to the motion 
of the lure, so an angler is constant- 
ly casting and reeling, casting and 
reeling, hundreds and hundreds of 
times a day. 

There are gar, carp, eel, catfish 
and other species in the Potomac 
— which all look very different — 
but the shape, color and motion 
of the lures are all specialized to 
attract bass. 

The ability to know exactly where 
to cast and how to put the lure right 
on the money is what separates a pro 
from an amateur, but most people 
can learn the basics and become 
functional in a fairly short period 
of time. 

On a good day, Capt. Steve said. 


it’s not unusual for a newcomer to 
catch 10 to 20 bass. Of course, since 
you’re catching and releasing, you 
may be catching the dumb ones 
more than once. 

Capt. Steve provides rods and 
reels, rain gear and extra sunglasses. 
Clients are welcome to bring their 
own rods and reels as well as food 
and drink. But no alcohol. 

For the captain, catching a fish 
is incidental to enjoying a day in the 
water. He’s seen business deals bro- 
kered, he’s seen parents and chil- 
dren bond, he’s seen spouses open 
up to each other. He says fishing 
is a way for his clients to relax and 
forget their responsibilities. 

“It’s just fishing,” he said. “If you 
catch something or not, if you screw 
up a cast, at the end of the day, it 
doesn’t matter. It’s about the whole

U.S.’s Landis 
Takes Yellow 


On the Tours toughest 
day, Phonak rider 
establishes himself 

CYCLING I American Floyd Landis 
took the race leader’s yellow jersey 
on Thursday on the Tour de France’s 
hardest stage in the Pyrenees, 
which was won by Russian Denis 
Menchov. 

Landis took the lead from 
France’s Cyril Dessel, confirm- 
ing himself as the favorite to suc- 
ceed seven-time champion Lance 
Armstrong, his former teammate. 

Landis, Menchov and American 
Levi Leipheimer finished in a 
group together, with the Russian 
winning a sprint to the line to fin- 
ish in 6 hours, 6 minutes and 25 
seconds. Landis was third but the 
three finished far enough ahead of 
Dessel for the American to take the 
overall lead. 

Menchov is 1: 01 behind Landis, 
with Australian Cadel Evans in 


fourth overall, 1:17 back. 

“Floyd Landis is without doubt 
the favorite,” Menchov said through 
a translator on French television. 

Thursday’s 128 -mile stage had 
four arduous ascents before an 
uphill climb to the finish at Pla- 
de-Beret in Spain. It offered the sur- 
est indication so far of who are the 
strongest overall riders at this Tour 
that lost its top favorites to a doping 
scandal before it began July 1. 

The Alps next week could be 
decisive. “Everything will be decid- 
ed in the last weeks in the Alps,” 
Menchov said. 

Some riders expected to do well 
Thursday instead struggled, includ- 
ing American George Hincapie, who 
was left far behind, and Basque 
climber Iban Mayo, who aban- 
doned the race. 

“It’s just not coming together 
for me. Very disappointed,” said 
Hincapie, who finished a whopping 
21:23 back. The race for the overall 
title “is over for me,” he said, (ap)

NATIONALS I The Reds overhauled 
their rickety bullpen Thursday, get- 
ting right-hander Gary Majewski 
and left-hander Bill Bray in an 
eight-player deal that sent out- 
fielder Austin Kearns and short- 
stop Felipe Lopez to the Nationals, 
along with Ryan Wagner. 

The eight-player deal with D.C. 
shakes everything up. 

Kearns, 26, is hitting .274 with 
16 homers and 50 RBIs. The right- 
fielder was considered one of the 
team’s building blocks under for- 
mer Reds GM Jim Bowden, who 
was fired midway through the 2003 
season and now runs the Nats.

Barbaro: Long Shot 


Derby winner could 
be euthanized soon 
if condition worsens 

HORSE RACING I Kentucky Derby 
winner Barbaro has developed a 
severe case of laminitis, a poten- 
tially fatal disease caused by uneven 
weight distribution in the limbs, and 
his veterinarian called his chances 
for survival “a long shot.” 

Dean Richardson, the chief sur- 
geon who has been treating Barbaro 
since the colt suffered catastrophic 
injuries in the Preakness on May 20, 
said the Derby winner’s chances of 
survival are poor. 

“I’d be lying if I said anything 
other than poor,” Richardson said 
Thursday at a news conference at 
the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center. “As long as the 
horse is not suffering, we’re going to 
continue to try” to save him. 

“If we can keep him comfortable, 
we think it’s worth the effort.” 

If not, Barbaro could be eutha- 
nized at anytime. Richardson said 
if Barbaro doesn’t respond quick- 
ly to treatment, “It could happen

within 24 hours.” 

Richardson said the lamini- 
tis, a painful condition, has all but 
destroyed the colt’s hoof on his unin- 
jured left hind leg. 

“The left hind foot is basically 
as bad a laminitis as you can have. 
It’s as bad as it gets,” Richardson 
said, while adding that horses can 


recover from the disease. 

Richardson said Barbaro’s 
injured right hind leg — the one 
that shattered at the start of the 
Preakness — is healing well, but 
because a horse has to be even- 
ly balanced to carry his weight, 
laminitis set in on the other foot.

Jordan Close to Extension 


Wizards hoping to lock 
up head coach for at 
least another 2 years 

WIZARDS I Coach Eddie Jordan 
and the Washington Wizards are 
closing in on a two-year contract 
extension that would kick in after 
next season. 

A person within the NBA, 
speaking to The Associated Press 
on condition of anonymity because 
the deal had not been finalized, said 
Thursday that most of the terms 
have been settled but the contract 
hasn’t been signed. 

The deal, which would include 
a team option for a third year, is 
expected to be completed before 
the end of the weekend. 

Jordan and president of basket- 
ball operations Ernie Grunfeld are 
in Las Vegas with the team’s sum- 
mer league entry and were unavail-

able for comment Thursday. 

Jordan’s tenure is turning into 
a much-needed era of stability for 
the franchise: When he was hired in 


June 2003, he became Washington’s 
seventh coach in six seasons. 

He led the Wizards to the play- 
offs in each of the past two seasons, 
the club’s first back-to-back trips 
to the postseason since going five 
times in a row from 1983-84 to 
1987-88. Washington reached the 
second round in 2004-05, then 
lost to LeBron James’ Cleveland 
Cavaliers in the first round last 
season. 

Jordan is entering the final year 
of a four-year deal; the extension 
would be tacked on and begin with 
the 2007-08 season. 

The Wizards have gone 112-134 
in his three seasons at the helm, 
improving from 25-57 in his first 
season to 45-37 in his second, then 
going 42-40 last season. He pre- 
viously coached the Sacramento 
Kings, and he played for four clubs 
over seven NBA seasons from 1978- 

84. HOWARD FENDRICH (AP) 
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2001-2004 can be heavily attrib- 
uted to his age and the effects of 
missing all but 14 games last sea- 
son following three operations on 
his troublesome right knee. 

Bonds has also had a difficult 
year off the field. A federal grand 
jury is investigating whether the 
slugger perjured himself when he 
testified in 2003 in the Bay Area 
Laboratory Co-Operative ste- 
roid distribution case that he had 
never knowingly used performance- 
enhancing drugs.

Bonds, who turns 42 on July 
24, realizes he might not be back 
with the Giants for a 15th season — 
prepared to take his talents to the 
American League as a designated 
hitter if he returns at all in 2007. 

Bonds has said he would like to 
return next year for a 22nd major 
league season if his health allows, 
though lately he has sounded more 
uncertain. 


“I don’t know yet, I have no idea,”

Bonds hit 12 home runs in the 
first half to give him 720 for his 
career, 35 from tying home run 
king Hank Aaron’s all-time record 
of 755. He passed Babe Ruth and 
moved into second place on the 
all-time list with No. 715 on 
May 28. 

Bonds has played in 69 
of San Francisco’s first 
89 games, batting .249 
(47-for-189) with 39 
RBIs, 74 walks and 
29 strikeouts.

UNITED I Ben Olsen was in no 
rush to get his hands on a Celtic 
jersey following DC United’s 
4-0 demolition of the Scottish 
champions Wednesday night.

Olsen traveled a long road from 


the ankle injuries that nearly ended 
his career, to a World Cup long shot, 
to a player who acquitted himself 
well in those 50 minutes against 
Ghana. Now he’s back in the less 
glamorous but very real world of 
MLS, where he has to win his spot 
back on a first-place team that will 
look to extend its 12 -game unbeat- 
en streak Saturday against visiting 
Columbus. 

“I didn’t have the luxury to have 
a hangover,” Olsen said. “You’ve got 
to get back and work and show your 
teammates you’re ready to put the 
U.S. jersey away and slip on the D.C.

— a week at the most.” 

Naturally, Dupree proceeds to 
inadvertently wreck their home 
and their marriage. The misad- 
ventures start small: He clogs 
both bathrooms, changes their 
answering machine message and 
upgrades their cable TV to include 
HBO without permission. 

Eventually, though, the destruc- 
tion becomes just too severe to 
bear. Dupree inspires Carl to 
invite the guys over to watch 
a football game while Molly is 
out for the night, which results 
in spilled beer bottles, cigar ash 
on the rug and strippers. At his 
worst, he nearly burns the entire 
house down. 

The role of Dupree is the same 
sort of unflappable slacker that has 
become the trademark of Wilson’s 
career. 

The typically radiant Hudson, 
meanwhile, is squelched in a thank- 
less part as the nagging wife. And 
Dillon is asked merely to serve as 
the put-upon straight man, surviv- 
ing chaos both at work and in his 
new marriage. 

After several false endings, this 
overlong comedy comes to a close.

Linklater s Shaky Start 

Twisty animation in 
‘A Scanner Darkly’ 
tells an underfed tale 

FILM I Despite its big-name cast 
— Keanu Reeves, Winona Ryder, 

Robert Downey Jr. and Woody 
Harrelson — director Richard 
Linklater’s “A Scanner Darkly” 
feels like something the filmmak- 
ers cobbled together with little 
regard to audience interest. 

Linklater and company have two 
intentions. First, crafting a faithful 
adaptation of Philip K. Dick’s grim 
novel of drug addiction. Second, 
creating a shimmery dream state 
expanding on the one the director 
created in “Waking Life” by paint- 
ing over the live -action footage 
with digital animation, the result 



undercover assignment leads to 
his own addiction and personality 
disintegration. Arctor’s ordered to 
step up surveillance on his associ- 
ates (Downey, Ryder, Harrelson and 
Rory Cochrane) to find the source 
of a drug called Substance D, which 
gradually leads users to paranoia of 
all around them.

for the kids. Beans? Bean jokes? Okay, 
beans are funny — if you’re 12. Nacho 
secretly signs up for a wrestling match 
to raise money to buy lettuce for salads 
to relieve the monotony of the beans and 
perhaps give us sanctuary from the bean 
jokes. The movie then follows the secret 
career of Nacho Libre the wrestler, jux- 
taposing it with the banality of the monk 
Ignacio, who is the butt of all that witty 
monastery repartee.

DUBIOUS TRIBUTES 

Forever Your Man 

With “Leonard Cohen: I’m Your Man,” director Lian Lunson attempts 
to mold a synthesis of biopic, symposium, concert film and mash 
note to one of the icons of late 20th-century songwriting. The crea- 
ture that results from such earnest work looks either exotic or dis- 
torted, depending on your angle of vision. The performance pieces, 
drawn (with one notable exception) from a tribute concert last year 
at the Sydney Opera House in Australia, are at once the movie’s pro- 
pulsive and problematic elements.

THANK YOU FOR SMOKING (R, 92 min- 
utes) Asa lobbyistforthetobacco indus- 
try, Nick Naylor (Aaron Eckhart) realizes 
that disingenuousness is a moral sur- 
vival strategy. Watching Nick get away 
with murder isthefun of this adaptation 
of Christopher Buckley’s 1994 novel. But 
as a satire on Tobacco Inc.’s ability to 
market carbon monoxide as the elixir of 
life, this movie should be packing more 
nicotine, (dt) 

WAIST DEEP (R, 97 minutes) Tyrese 
Gibson plays 02, an ex-con with two 
strikes against him, determined not to 
stumble into California’s Three Strikes 
Law. This is not easy, given his propen- 
sityfor violence. Still, he’s gotan incen- 
tive: his son. Junior (H. Hunter Hall), who 
has been kidnapped after a carjacking. 02 
enlists theaid of Coco (Meagan Good), 
a hustler who may have had something 
to do with Junior’s kidnapping. It’s not 
a great movie but an interesting one, a 
combination of exploitative hood flickand 
meditation on trust and love, (tw) 

THE WAR TAPES (Unrated, 97 minutes) 
In 2004, Stephen Pink, Michael Moriarty 
and Zack Bazzi, members of the New 
Hampshire National Guard, were given 
video cameras to take with them while 


they trained for and deployed to Iraq. This 
film istheedited version oftheirfootage, 
with contributionsfrom fellow soldiers 
Duncan Domeyand Brandon Wilkins. 
With no narration except from the men 
themselves, this is an unvarnished and 
finally deeply depressing portrait of men 
who for a variety of reasons — patriotic, 
economic or psychological — enlistto be 
citizen soldiers, only to have idealism and 
longing replaced by cynicism and a host 
of physical and mental ailments. What 
this film does, with grim and gruesome 
honesty, is show the realities of war to 
a public that has been largely shielded 
from its cost, (ah) 

WATER (PG-13, 117 minutes) Set in 1930s 
India, this is something rare inthe world 
of movies: an artistic muckraker.

400th birthday brings 
out the best — and 
worst — of Rembrandt 

Rembrandt’s earliest self-portraits 
show a curly haired, full- cheeked 
young man of 23, full of confi- 
dence, clad in dress above his sta- 
tion, literally wearing his ambition 
on his sleeve. 

By the time we see his haggard 
face 40 years later — with dozens 
of portraits in between — we feel as 
though we know him like an uncle. 

Despite the sense of familiarity, 
Rembrandt has remained a histori- 
cal mystery. 

For centuries, his personal story 
was shrouded by the romanticism 
of admirers who preferred to per- 
petuate the legend of an artist toil- 
ing away in obscurity in an all-con- 
suming quest to unravel the secrets 
of the soul. 

But as the Dutch celebrate his 
400th birthday on July 15, some of 
those myths are being demolished. 
Compared with contemporaries such 
as Vermeer, his life is surprisingly 
well documented — with his bank- 
ruptcy and court cases providing a 
treasure trove of detail. 

“What emerges is an unpleas- 
ant character, a cantankerous 
man who, at least on one occa- 
sion, showed extraordinary cru- 
elty,” said Rembrandt historian 
Gary Schwartz, referring to the 
artist’s mistreatment of his mis- 
tress, Geertje Dircx, who he sent 
to a correction institute after she 
sued him for breaking a promise 
to marry him. 

Rembrandt’s work and his life 
are open to the public as never 
before during the yearlong festival 
“Rembrandt 400.” Nearly 100 oils 
have been loaned to Dutch muse- 
ums, adding to the 49 permanently 
housed in the Netherlands. 

His birthday also is being cel- 


ebrated with commercial silliness 
— Rembrandt spaghetti, Rembrandt 
chocolate, Rembrandt wine. Tourists 
photograph themselves standing 
amid life-size bronze re-creations of 
Rembrandt’s most famous painting, 
“The Night Watch,” in Amsterdam’s 
Rembrandt Square. 

The Rembrandt Ice Sculpture 


Festival drew 280,000 visitors. 

“Rembrandt the Musical” pre- 
mieres in Holland on July 15 for 
a six-month run. It focuses on his 
relations with the three women in 
his life, and portrays a romantic 
view of the artist as a rebel who 
disdains his patrons to remain 
true to his art. 


“My hope for the Rembrandt 
year would be that somehow we 
would become free of images, 
that we look with fresh eyes,” said 
Ernst van de Wetering, head of the 
Rembrandt Research Project and 
widely considered the world’s fore- 
most Rembrandt scholar. “So much 
research has been done, and so lit- 
tle of this research has come to the 
knowledge of the general public.” 

Van de Wetering dismisses the 
notion of Rembrandt as the impov- 
erished artist driven to heights of 
creativity by his fiery emotions. 
Rather, he conceptualized his craft 
dispassionately, in a constant search 
for greatness. 

Schwartz said the vicious side 
of Rembrandt’s character was 
long overlooked by art historians. 
He said he identified 25 conflicts 
the artist had with his family, credi- 
tors, patrons and even sitters who 
claimed he cheated them. 

But Schwartz’s new work, “The 
Rembrandt Book,” published in

Why make “Feasting on Asphalt?” 

It came out of my fear that America 
is losing its culinary heritage: road 
food. I was disturbed that I could 
travel cross-country and have the 
same three fast-food meals a day. 

You and your buddies zoomed 
across the heartland camping, eat- 
ing at diners and showing at truck 
stops. Taste anything good? 

I fell in love with Indian fry bread in 
Colorado, and I tried Argentinean 
finger sandwiches in the barrios of 
Los Angeles. I also gained respect 
for root vegetables that can be 
tossed into a campfire. Oh, and I 
now know how to roast crickets. 

Learn anything new about food? 

I care too much about it, and I see 
that now. In the end, it’s not the 


food, it’s how eating with people 
connects you to them. I’d rather 
break Pop -Tarts with strangers 
than have another friggin’ five- 
star meal with ingredients from 
five corners of the earth. 

How does your dressing style differ 
from your look on “Good Eats?” 

In the beginning I wore vintage- 
style Hawaiian shirts, usually by 
Ned Nast, because they conceal a 
mic. Now every clothing decision 
is meant to hide my ever- expand- 
ing girth. In real-life, I wear Gap 
T-shirts, jeans and motorcycle boots. 
My motorcycle closet is deep! 

Any celeb chef who you admire? 

Julia Child. She always had great 
style, because she always looked like 
herself. I like that in a chick. 


Does “Good Eats” have a separate 
closet for the costumes for your 
crazy characters? 

We’ve amassed a very strange col- 
lection of lab coats, cheap black 
suits and things like cowboy wear 
and Ninja pajamas. The weird 
props and characters are the 
juice of the show — a way to com- 
municate. 


So what do you whip up at home? 

I cook simply. On the Fourth of 
July, I cooked hotdogs and ham- 
burgers — and some of the burg- 
ers had cheese on them! The only 
dessert I’ve served this summer is 
watermelon, which I sometimes 
make into sorbet. Hospitality at 
the table is about sharing your- 
self, not impressing people.

You use so many gadgets on your show 
— do you have any at home? 

It’s hard to tell if you’re in a kitch- 
en or a hardware store. There’s 
a cardboard box I smoke things 
in and a microscope, because my 
daughter and I like to see food 
up close. 

Do you have a see-through oven 
like the one on “Good Eats?” 

That oven doesn’t actually work, 
lady! But I have a new house, and it 
has two ovens, which is terrific. 

Anything else interesting? 

I’m trying to construct a tur- 
key fryer out of a ladder and 
some pulleys, but that’s a secret. 
I’d better not tell you any more.

at various restaurants and bars 
about town (Les Halles, Bistrot 
du Coin, Tabaq and L’Enfant Cafe 
should all be jumping tonight).

M St. NW; 202-223-4727). 

After a few glasses of vino 
or bubbly, you’ll be ready to get 
up and move, which is so very 
traditional of you. “People dance 
all night in the streets,” explained 
University of Maryland French 
professor Pierre Verdaguer. “When 
the sun rises, you can go to bed.” 
Accordian tunes would be ideal, 
but you can also get into the mood 
with some popular French artists. 
Perhaps you have a Gipsy Kings CD 
lying around? More current options 
would be Mickey 3D or Benabar, 
though imports might be tricky 
to finagle on such short notice — 
except through the wonder that is 
iTunes. If you’re in a rush. Version 
Frangaise carries some music along 
with its vast French movie collection 
(4930 Saint Elmo Ave., Bethesda; 
301-654-2224). 

To keep the dancing going 
through the wee hours, your 
guests will require sustenance. 
Thankfully, the French are experts 
at this. There’s no standard meal for 
Bastille Day, Verdaguer admits, but 
the usual fare of charcuterie (pates, 
cold cuts and such), tomato salad, 
fruit and fresh bread will do — just 
don’t forget the brie. “Cheese is abso- 
lutely essential in a French meal. You 
could not have a meal without cheese 
at the end. It’s sacred,” he said.

Famed G-town 
market moves 
to Arlington, Va. 

Last Sunday, antiques dealer Sarah 
Francis Hays filled her Georgetown 
Flea Market booth with treasures, 
just as she’s done for the past 
17 years. For sale: an octagonal 
Mission table ($620), gilt-edged 
Gilded Age fish plates, and what 
appeared to be an oversized dinner 
fork or an undersized pitchfork. “I 
like to have a mystery item,” said 
Hays, explaining that customers 
were eyeballing an old ice pick. “It 
keeps things interesting.” 

The only catch is, since early 
May, Hays and her fellow dealers 
have been putting out old curiosities, 
mid- century mod furniture and art 
in Arlington, not Georgetown. Yep, 
D.C.’s best-known flea market, open 
since 1972 on Wisconsin Avenue, 
just relocated to the Arlington 
County Courthouse Metro park- 
ing lot, less than a block from the 
Courthouse Metro (georgetown 
fleamarket.com) . 


Construction at the flea’s his- 
toric home base, the parking lot of 
D.C.’s Hardy Middle School, neces- 
sitated the relocation, which market 
founder Michael Sussman sees as 
permanent, though the Wisconsin 
mart could return in 2008. 

So why keep the moniker? “The 


name ‘Georgetown Flea Market’ has 
cachet,” said Sussman. “It’s like 
California Pizza Kitchen. It obvi- 
ously started in California, but peo- 
ple know what it is anywhere.” 

Now, every Sunday of the year, 
130 dealers pitch tents and unload 
trucks in a zone folks normally visit 
to pay parking tickets or catch 
a movie. (There’s also a smaller 


Saturday flea market nearby.) 

Most hawkers seem happy with 
their new ’hood. “I think the cus- 
tomers out here are a bit younger, 
maybe folks who are furnishing 
their kids’ bedrooms or condos,” 
said Paul Noble, who sells mid- 
20th- century bureaus and beds. 


most of which he paints white, 
like a fab, neo-Baroque-looking 
chest with French- style pulls that 
seemed like a steal for $265. 

Furniture, collectibles and art 
are strong suits. Recent finds: Civil 
War sniper specs. Pop Arty beer ads 
and an orange pleather sofa that 
looked stolen from a Jetsons set. 

Punch-bright oil paintings 


of sunflowers and Buenos Aires 
cityscapes filled Rick and Isabel 
Jenkins’ tent; priced from just $85, 
they seemed like good contempo 
complements to the older furniture 
scattered across the macadam. 

“People who seek antiques usu- 
ally like art, too,” said Rick, who 
picks up his well-priced pieces on 
jaunts to Latin America. Art buffs 
might also happen on Arlingtonian 
Chris Cashman, a longtime flea vet 
who paints and sells crisp, colorful 
canvases of barns and flowers. 

Over the years, G-town Flea cus- 
tomers have included Diane Keaton, 
interior designers and countless col- 
lectors. Last Sunday, it seemed as 
if many of them had found its new 
digs. Several women clustered under 
vintage clothing queen Mercedes 
Bien’s tent, pawing through 1950s 
lace dresses, 1960s silk scarves 
and 1970s jackets. “Shopping is so 
homogenized,” said Arlingtonian 
Elin Smith, a longtime Bien cus- 
tomer. “Sometimes you have to step 
back in time if you want something 
unusual.” 

The search for the strange, beau- 
tiful and different is what keeps flea 
fans coming to market, no matter 
where it’s located. “EBay is great, 
but it’ll never replace the thrill 
of turning a corner and finding a 
piece you’ve been looking for,” said 
Sussman. “It’s like the difference 
between phone sex and real sex!”
